Th«? great struggle is now on in car- 


nest, and the developments of the, next 
few days will determine tbe success or 
failure of the nght for a uniform min- 
ing rate. Pittsburg is the pivotal point 
In the ftve states engaged in the con- 
test, and nhe SUOXT.S* of the local offi- 
cials in this district will have an im- 
portant bearing on the outcome of the 
movement. 


While it Is estimated that at least 


two-thirds of the miners have thrown 
down their pirk*. enough men are still 
at work, however, to aeriously impair 


the chances, unless they can ultimately 
be brought out. This President Doian 
confidently claims can be done. 


The operators, on ta« other band, are 


in no wise disconcerted and assert that 
the strike can not succeed. 


Tbe first break in the operators' 


ranks was made by J. W. Stein of ike 
O. I. C. mines at Rossville. The dig- 
gers refused to work and the mine waa 
closed down, but u notice wae pasted 
that the 69-cent rate would be paid. 


It is not likely that the officials will 


allow the men to work until a majori- 
ty of tae operators have agreed to tie 
miners' demands. 


JUDGE TAFT-6 DECISION. 


Receivers nf the Wheeling and Lake Krle 


Railroad Secore Protection. 


Cincinnati. Juiy 7.—A very impor- 


tant seep was taken 'here in connection 
with the coal miners' strike which puts 
tie power of the United States against 
all violence or unlawful acts in at least 
a portion of the territory in Obio. 


An order of tbe United States circuit 


court, southern district of Ohio, was 
made by Judge Taft, npon a showing 
made by Myron T. Herrick and Robert 
Blickensderfer, receivers of the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie Railway company, 
whereby the United States marshal is 
directed to protect their 
miners at 


work and to prevent unlawful interfer- 
ence with the operation of their rail- 
way. 


The receivers state Uhat they are en- 


gaged in the operation ot two coal 
mines of the Wheeling, Lake Brie and 
Pittsburg Coal company, knewn as the 
Dillenvale and Long Rum coal mines; 
that there is a strife among the mine 
workers of Ohio and other states ua- 
der the direction of the United Mine 
Workers; that all of the 560 miners at 
Dillenvale and one-half of the 400 at 
the Long Run mine are desirous of re- 
maining at work, but have refrained 
from so doing by reason of threats and 
warnings from otb«r miners who have 
joined the strife*. 


The receivers also represented to the 


court that they have been advised that 
[n their operation of the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie Railway they will n«t be 
jermitted to transport over the road 
what is known as Virginia ooal re- 
ceived from connecting lines; that they 
regard the situation as serious and am 
placing watchmen to guard the wooden 
bridges along their railway at night; 
that a large body of men are liable to 
come upon the property at any time to 
prevent their men from working. They 
They therefore ask the assistance aad 
protection of the court. 


Judge Taft gave an order to the 


United States marshal to consult with 
the receivers of this court and send to 
Jefferson county and to other parts of 
this district a sufficient 
number of 


United States marshals to protect the 
mining and railroad property now be- 
ing operated by these receivers under 
order of this court. 


Tie marshal and tis deputies are di- 


rected by Judge Taft to arrest and de- 
tain any persons desrtoying property 
or threatening to do violence to any 
persons in the em poly of iir receivers 
for the purpose ot preventing them 
from continuing in toe employ of the 
receivers until proper proceedings for 
contempt of court can be instituted 
against the offenders. 


Marshal Dcvaancy -r,'as served with 


this order amd will at once proceed in 
person to the locality, aa«l after con- 
sultation with the receivers, will take 
measures to fully obey the order of tha 
court.

Fairmont (W. Va.) district by tbe Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad 
company.

How they lived can be judged by the 


bills of fare. For breakfast they usually 
had milk, cocoa, bread and butter and 
some cereal. Roasts, stews, soups, baked 
beans or eggs constituted the chief arti- 
cles for dinner, arid tbe cooking began 
directly after breakfast. Dessert consist- 
ed of some kind of pudding, with dates 
and figs. For supper, bread ard butter, 
cake and some fruit sauce, with lemon- 
ade, made up tbe bill ot fare. 


From April 22 to June 13 an account 


of everything purchased was kept ia. 
itemized form. Tins demonstrated that 
the total expense daring tbat period 
was only $38.60.—Now York Herald.

for any purpose of raising revenue, 
the rates upon tbeae articles would 
be lowered if any pretense la to be 
kept up that the purpose of levying 
a tariff is primarily, at least, to sup 
ply the government with the means 
to pay ite expenses. But we find 
that very few of the changes made 
In these items by the framers of the 
new bill are in the direction of lower 
duties. In most eases the old rates 
are retained or higher ones substi- 
tuted. As this course is hardly like- 
ly to result in an increase of impor- 
tations or of revenue, the Inevitable 
conclusion is that the motive of the 
makers of tha schedules was not to 
benefit the government, but to en- 
rich Individuals at the expense of the 
public.

LET THE FOREIGNER PAY. 


Rocemly tee new rule* of the road 


fcjrrnalalfcd by the gr««i maritime pow- 
er* went into operation on all tho high 
raw. The regulations, which will have 
the force of law for the mariner, are 
snbstactiaHy those prescribed by the 
international Washington marine con- 
ference of 1889, but in the 7^ years 
since that body closed its deliberations 
ita recommendations have been sub- 
jected to the fires of criticism, and not 
without ultimately undergoing some 
modifications. 


The original regulation respecting 


the screening of side lights, against 
whieh there was a great outcry by Bhip- 
uuwten and shipowners, does not figure 
in the new roles as finally revised, and 
screens are hereafter, as heretofore, to 
be fixed ao as to prevent the red and 
green lights from being visible across 
the bow of the ship. The helm signals 
proposed at Washington are retained 
and incorporated in the new regula- 
tions. While there has been not a little 
debate over some of the signals it can- 
iiut tin aBHUQed in advance of their trial 
that they will prove nnsatisfactciy, as 
their critics have predicted. At any 
rate, the new law for preventing colli- 
sions at sea U oonfeasedly in many im- 
portant respects an improvement upon 
the old. It is more precise and more 
comprehensive, and upon the whole the 
best, perhaps, that could have been ob- 
tained under the circumstances and con- 
ditions of their adoption. 


The adoption of the new international 


rales, even if they shall be found to re- 
quite serious revision, is certainly one 
step in advance. It can hardly fail to 
bave a happy effect in reminding sea- 
men of their responsibilities, in defining 
more clearly than has ever before been 
done the precautions which must be 
scrupulously observed to prevent disas- 
ter and in enforcing more accurate and 
BCientific methods of safeguarding life 
and property at sea. Those who do busi- 
ness in deep waters will feel a new se- 
curity and, with a diminution of ma- 
rine risks, a new impulse will be given 
to the merchant shipping of the world. 


It is true that most collisions occur 


from carelessness or inattention, and 
no rales, however, good, will make 
officers careful and vigilant. But the 
fact that the new rales will require 
more mental effort and watchfulness 
than tha old required may be an advan- 
tage and not, as gome . have alleged, a 
hardship. 


It should be noted well by all seamen 


that the new rules are applicable not 
only on the open ocean, but also ' 'in all 
waters connected therewith navigable 
by seagoing vessels." But the latter 
statement does not bold in waters -where 
local rules are in force. 


There are some new fog signals, with 


which seamen will have to familiarize 
themselves and the proper use of which 
will both tax aad educate their power 
of attention. 


One of these innovations requires two 


prolonged blasts for steam vessels when

Yet th«?re is at least one great 
Undertaking conceived and executed 
by an engineer which during the 
space of 4,000 years has never ceased 
its office, on which tho life of a fer- 
tile province absolutely depends to- 
day. We refer to the Bahr Joussuf 


the canal of Joseph—built, ac- 


cording to tradition, by the son of 
Jacob, and which constitutes not 
the least of the many blessings he 
conferred on Egypt during the years 
of bis prosperous rula 


This canal took ite rise from the 


Nile at Asiut and ran almost par- 
allel with it for nearly 250 miles, 
creeping along under the western 
cliffs of the Nile valley, with many 
a bend and winding, until at length 
it gained an eminence, as compared 
with the river bed, which enabled 
it to turn westward through a nar- 
row pass and enter a district which 
was otherwise shut off from the fer- 
tilizing floods on which all vegeta- 
tion in Egypt depends. The north- 
ern end stood 17 feet above low Nile, 
while at the southern end it was at 
an equal elevation with the river. 
Through this cut ran a perennial 
stream, t?hich watered a province 
named the Fayouxn, endowing it 
with fertility and supporting a large 
population. 


In the time of the annual flood a 


great part of the canal was under 
water, and then the river's current 
would rush in a more direct course 
into the paes, carrying -with it the 
rich silt whieh takes the place of 
manure and keeps the soil in a con- 
stant state of productiveness. All 
this, with the exception of the tra- 
dition that Joseph built it, can be 
verified today, and it is not mere 
supposition or rumor. 


Until eight years ago it was firm 


ly believed that the design baa al- 
ways been limited to an irrigation 
scheme, larger, no doubt, than that 
now in operation, as shown by the 
traces of abandoned canals and by 
the slow aggregation of waste water 
which had accumulated in the Bir- 
ket el Querum, but still essentially 
the same in character. Many ac- 
counts bave been written by Greek 
and Roman historians, such as He- 
rodotus, Sirabo,Mutianus and Pliny, 
and repeated in monkish legends or 
portrayed in the maps of the mid- 
dle ages, which agreed with the folk- 
lore of the district. These tales ex- 
plained that the canal dug by the 
ancient Israelites served to carry 
the surplus waters of the Nile into 
an extensive lake lying south of the 
Fayonm and BO large that it not only 
modified the climate, tempering 
the aiid winds of the desert ana 
converting them into the balmy airs 
which nourished the vines and the 
olives into a fullness and fragrance

There may be weighty objections to pre- 
scribing 10 or 13 miles as the maximum 
speed of steamers in thick weather, but 
experience has apparently shown that 
there are still weightier objections to 
allowing undefined speed.

The real estate custom of making 


yearly leases to date from May 1 is 
not general throughout the United 
States, and is, in fact, rather to be 
regarded as a local custom in New 
York, for in many other cities the 
real estate year and the calendar 
year are the same, beginning on 
Jan. 1. In New Ydrk, however, the 
Custom of dating from May 1 has 
been BO long observed that it has 
now the sanction of law, and in de- 
fault of other date a lease is gener- 
ally supposed to begin on May 1 and 
to conclude at noon on May 1 fol- 
lowing. Before the era of flats and 
tenement houses the number cf 
yearly tenants in New York was 
larger relatively than it is now,

When a new vessel is ready to be fitted 


out with her cushions, she i* measured 
for them, not as a church would be, for 
a certain number of cushions of a spec- 
ified nze to supply a certain number of 
pews, but every spare in which a cush- 
ion i« to be placed separately. On a 
terge wsael there might be a number of 
enabionf of the ume dimensions, but 
marine architecture is such that ongh- 
KKU may be required on the aama vessel 
in a great variety of forms, nod of T»ry- 
iBgdinwnmdna even within given lines, 
marrower «t one end, for instance, than 
at the other. And ouahious are made to 
fit around masts, and around the round- 
ed ends of cabins, and in other spaces 
where they must he made in the form 
of an arc of a circle, and ship cushions 
ara made V ihaped and in other shapes 
to fit into various nooks and jogs. 


All cushions are made with a vertical 


front edge, and meat of them are made 
with a vertical rear edge, but ship 
euabiosui are of ten made with a rounded 
or beveled rear edge to fit handsomely 
against the side of the vessel, which 
serves ai a back to the seat, but may 
slope away at a sharper angle tliau seat 
backs commonly da 


Practically every boat that u set 


afloat, whatever she may be, big or lit- 
tle, is individually measured through- 
oat for her cushions. The same materi- 
als for stuffing cushions that are used 
on land are used on the water—hair, 
moss, oottoh and so on—and ship cush- 
ions are sometimes stuffed with cork 
clippings for their buoyant properties. 
Che materials most commonly used in 
covering church cushions are damasks 
and reps, the damasks more generally. 
Che material most commonly used in 
covering ship cntfaions is mohair plush, 
which is made in various colors and 
qualities. Leather is also used in cover- 
ng ship cushions, especially in smok- 
ng rooms and chartrooms and aboard 
•acbta, and it costs little, if any, more 


' than a fine quality of mohair plush.—

Nest 111 importance to a good binder is 
a strong, sready u-aci. An ludiaca 
farmer who gives preference to i* span 
of 1,M<'0 pcuud mules for this work ex- 
plains his methods as follows in The 
American Agriculturist: 


lu cutting a tield of grain it is usual- 


ly bett to go around it all. If you have 
to divide a field, let it be the long way 
if possible; then the turning at the. cor- 
ners will iioc be increased. This is an 
important item, as the turning is the 
hardest labor the team has to perforui- 
It does not pay to use anything but tbe 
very best of twine. 


It is very important that grain be 


well shocked. If grain is thrashed from 
the shock, as I always prefer it, 
shocks that gtand up well give flue, dry 
marketable grain, but if they are torn 
badly it gives the grain a musty smell, 
as tbe sheaves are always more or less 
wet and rotting. I am never particular 
about getting a certain number of 
sheaves in a shock, but set up enough 
to give, a good, stout shock that will 
stand np jigniiiFt any ordinary '.TJsd, 
and then put on two buddies. 


I begin cutting wheat when the grain 


has just passed through its dough state 
aud the straw has turned to a rich gold 
en color. I think early cut wheat is 
heavier, makes whiter and sweeter 
flour than that which is allowed to 
stand tintil fully ripe, and gmin does 
not shell out so badly in bacdliug. 
Where there is a market for the straw 
tbe early cutting is again preferable, as 
it has less dust in it, sells better and 
also makes better feed for cattle, if to 
be used upon the farm. 


The oat crop is more difficult to save 


than wheat. When sheaf oats are want- 
ed, the best plan is to use the old cra- 
dle and swathe down to cure, as in the 
old days, but I think it best to sacrifice 
a little in point of quality of grain in 
order to save time and labor. So the 
oats are allowed to stand until the 
straw is dry enough to bind as cut and 
not mold. Oats are also thrashed from 
tbe shock, as it never pays to try to 
keep them 111 the sheaf for feeding. 


"iMy wheat is thrashed from the shock. 


I want to get through the harvest quick- 
ly and with the least possible expense, 
and it always takes extra ;»ibor to put 
wheat in the barn or stack it Besides 
I prefer to have the straw in the barn 
in preference to tbe wheat. I employ 
thrashers that run a full force of hands 
and board themselves. A force of this 
kind can rush tbe work aloag faster 
and cheaper than I can employ and 
board them, and thus the thrashing 
time is no longer dreaded in well reg- 
ulated households. Some extra team 
work is needed to get in the wheat, bn* 
only for a day or two, and I can usu- 
ally swap -work of this kind with a 
neighbor. I find that it is easier to re- 
&>Jt the machine occasionally than it is 
to haul the grain any considerable dis- 
tance. 


I market my wheat crop from the 


machine. I find my buyer before thrash- 
ing begins. There is a great loss iu 
wastage and shrinkage when the farmer 
stores his grain, either at home or in 
the elevator, that I don't think is evei 
made up in advance of price, taking 
one year with another.

Points In Haymaking. 


A contributor to tbe Iowa Homestead 


who always uses a center draft mowei 
gives his reasons as follows: 


The center cot leaves the grass when 


cut off to partially stand on end. Nei 
ther horses nor machine runs over it to 
press it down, one horse v?a!kiug iu the 
•grass, the other iu the open track by tbe 
side of the standing grass. With a cen- 
ter cut machine always cat through aud 
back or aronnd and back. By this aieaus 
there is uo mark or traco of the horse 
which walked in the standing grass left. 
Always walk the horses wide enough 
apart to walk outside of the cat. This 
is the ouly secret in using center cut 
mowers. Never mow when the grass is 
wet. If your hay is half clover, half 
timothy, it will ueed to remain iu 
swath till the clover leaves are well 
\vilted and not dry; if dry, they will 
all crumble. Then rako in windrow, Jt 
is well to let it remain from ouo to fom 
hours, owing to the sunshine aud thn 
condition of the ground, whether wet 
or dry. 


Never put hay which is at least half 


clover iu the mow or stack too green. 
If the weather is .good, cat early, whfiu 
about one-half to two-thirds of tho 
clover heads are turning brown and 
when the timothy is drnnmnc tho bloom. 


LARAMIE'S GREAT BASIN.

Colorado ami Wyoming which aro to be 
the largest ;:i tlu) \vorid. Knuiuwr*. not 
ouly in this country, but abroad, are 
iuit-rcsuid iu the Huirpfc-iul carrying 
cut of the jihin-i dwidt-d on. Hcniiau 
M. Chilti-jidvu, captain of tugiuoers, 
UuiU'd riiatt-s army, lias bocu detailed 
fcy tin." war depurtint-at, aiiil afwr eev- 
wral months of extensive uavrling and 
topographical observations has decided 
ou the great uatural b^:n near Lara- 
mii- as tho Wyoming .*iw. Having call- 
ed attention to the foregoing, the New 
York Herald says: It iit'.s iu the heart 
of the Rocky mountains and is tec 
miles long and two miles wide. Iu 
maximum depth is 150 feet, and accord- 
ing to Captain Chiueudeu it is esti- 
mated that it will readily hold 20,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet of water. An idea of 
this vast quantity may be gained when 
it is stated that it will take between 
five and six years to fill the basin. 


In order to obtain sufficient water, the 


Big and Linle Laramie rivers will be 
tapped, as it would take a lifetime to 
fill tbe basin from rainfalls, but even 
with two rivers pouring into its vast 
area it will take, as already stated, ac- 
cording to the government engineers, 
between five and six years. 


The great utility of this reservoir will 


be to keep the entire eastern part ol 
Wyoming and western Nebraska sup- 
plied with water during tbe dry season, 
thus averting the terrible consequences 
of severe droughts, which have discour- 
aged the agriculturists np to the pres- 
ent The water will be collected iu win- 
ter and used to flood tho streams leading 
down from tbe iite of the big reservoir 
during the summer. 


A corps of government engineers in 


now on tho scene surveying the basin 
and drawing up plans for the feeding 
ditches. 


Pruning Tomato**. 


Discnesiou is prevalent in market 


gardening papers as to whether there 
is any advantage in pruning tomatoes, 
some contending that the fruit is better 
when many of the branches are thinned 
out, so as to admit light and air to the 
fruit, while others insist that ripening 
of fruit is a vital process in which light 
aud air have little part. Again, others 
contend that by thinning out some of 
the branches those which are left are 
rendered more vigorous and that finer 
fruit will be tho result, while the dis- 
senting faction is persistent in declaring 
that the thinning out of the branches 
only tends to produce another and 
weaker crop and that the tomatoes of 
these secondary branches are smaller 
and less toothsome than those under the 
other treatment. 
In this connection 


Meehan's Monthly says: It may be not- 
ed that most of these arguments seem 
but theoretical. It would take carsfnl 
experiments by judicious observers to 
properly settle the question. One thing 
is certain, that when more leaves are 
left on the plant than can have an op- 
portunity to perform their function 
they are useless. A comparatively few, 
healthy leaves are of more benefit to the 
plant than a largo number of sickly 
ones. 


Alfalfa aa Irrigating Pump. 


The season of 1894 was an awful one 


in Nebraska and adjoining states. The 
drought was so severe that ordinary 
crops with ordinary culture could not 
grow. 
In this trying season alfalfa 


proved its {ireat value as a drought 
dodger. Even in this awful season there 
wero alfalfa fields in tho heart of the 
drooght stricken area that gave three 
heavy cnttiugs, while all other forage 
crops wero dead. Tho cottonwood is a 
hardy tree, yet in these dry days the 
leaves on 15 iuch trees were yellow aud 
sear, while close by alfalfa stood green 
and growing. Every root of alfalfa was 
an irrigating pump. In connection with 
this statement Rural New Yorker says: 
If Nebraska had been well covered with 
this plant in 1894, she might have fed 
all her people. While this wonderful' 
plant is best suited to tlio arid plains, 
there are sections in nearly every statt 
where it will produce good crops.

The fruit grower should never mix 


copper preparations in iron or tin ves- 
sels, but should always use wooden or 
earthenware ones. Seo to it also that 
tbe valves, cylinders, piston, etc., of tho 
spraying pump are of brass. Do not add 
paris green to compounds containing 
ammonia or snlphate of copper. Al- 
ways use linio or bordeanx mixture. Do 
not spray with tho arsenites or copper 
compounds within threo weeks of the 
time when the sprayed portions are to 
be uutcu. There is iittio danger ol" dele- 
terious effects, but it is best to run no 
risks. Bordmiiix mixture and other limo 
compounds should not bo used ou rough 
fruits or on Ihosw about matured even 
so late as this, i'or tho lim« not only dis- 
figurw the fruit and renders if, less sal- 
able, but, the amount of copper is largo. 
In conclusion, .says tin1 . lowu HoiiK-sti-uri, 
remember that success depends upon tho 
thoroughncsn with which spraying is 
done. 


Manure For Sugar Becta, 


Since exponent's has tanght that beets 


raised on fields freshly fertilized with 
stable manure arc inferior for purposes 
of manufacture the rule has long buec 
established that not tho beets, but the 
previous crop should bo fertilized with 
this material or thut the beets should bo 
raised in rotation as the second or even! 
third crop. 
Unfortunately this rule, so 


imtinrtHTin t<i HII- fnotxn'i'.'S, is not alwava 
observed, and as a consequence of heavy 
manuring large crops have been pro- 
duced, but at the cost'of diminished sug- 
ar fioment or lessened price. This rule, 
says H. W. Wiley of the division of 
chemistry. United States department of 
agriculture, applies especially to stable 
manure and ui^ht soil, aa well as to 
cUilo *!iltpeter, the misuse of which has 
produced snrh serious consequences for 
factories, but, not to phosphatic manures, 
which ssuaJ!" cscrt ;; ;;;

FREAKS OF THE RIO GRANDE."! 


One of Tavui Wa* to •slilfl Iu Bed VT<MB 


lim E*»t iu tlic Wot of MciilU. 


"It's a fn-.jki-jh liver, the Rio 


Gran-Je, and no mistake. For sud- 
den turns and eapriciousness woman 
herself can't equul it,"saida former 
federal official af New Mexico. "For 
the 1,500 miles of its course it* char- 
acter is everything by turns from 
navigable water to dry land. At its 
bead in the mountainous San Juan 
country, iu Colorado, it i» a cold, 
clear trout stream. In northern New- 
Mexico its waters are brown with 
eand in solution. Farther south, 
where the liquid mud of the Bio 
Pnereo (Dirty river) pours into it, 
its waters become densely muddy, 
and all along on its long way to the 
sea this queer river takes on one or 
another new feature different from 
anything that has preceded it. 


'"But there is one performance by 


this river that never to my knowl- 
edge has been written except in local 
history or in tho record of some land 
case in court. It is the way it served 
the town of MeeiUa in southern New 
Mexico. The place IB a picturesque, 
dignified looking old Spanish-Ameri- 
can community, built about a plaza, 
with orchards and vineyards sur- 
rounding, and stood in the begin- 
ning on the west bank of the river. 
Befoie the railroad came it was an 
important 
point in the wagon 


freighting trade, and its people were 
prosperous and happy. But they 
had one cause of complaint. The 
routes of all the traffic from Texas 
and the north lay on the east of the 
Rio Grande, and stages and wagons 
must ford the river in getting to and 
from Mesiila. This was inconven- 
ient at all times and involved dan- 
-ger and delay in times of flood. 


" 'Que lastima!' (what a pity), the 


people often said. 'If only our town 
stood on the east bank of the brave 
river!' 


"Their wish caine to pass at last 


in a startling way. There was .an 
unusually heavy snowfall in the 
mountains of the upper country one 
winter, and, the spring opening 
warm, the snow melted rapidly, with 
the result of a tremendous flood in 
tho lower Rio Grande, The waters 
overspread the level valley until 
Mosilla, which luckily had been built 
on an eminence, became an island, 
the refuge of those persons from the 
lower lands who had not been 
drowned before they could roach'it. 
The waters at last subsided, and 
then the discovery was made that 
the Rio Grande, instead of .keeping 
to its old bed on tbe east, was flow- 
ing past the town a jnileto the west 
of the plaza. 


"It was what tho people had said 


they wanted, but it took them &OIHO 
time to become used to Hie changv 
and get their landmarks and points 
of tho compass to tally vith thenew 
order of things. Many u peon <ji 
Mexican of higher degree going or 
coming from the plaza with n load 
of aguardiciito inside ins skill get an 
unexpected ducking in the river 
when he- ha«l looked for dry laud or 
walked gingerly across the dry 
channel where the river u<ed to run. 
wondering win- he could not find tbe 
Rio Grande. Tales of fuu'h niisml- 
venture.s were i-tock stories iu the 
lower valley for years after the 
flood. There was a more tragic as- 
pect of the business in tbe epidemic 
which took its risti in tlio exhala- 
tions from the vast extent of river 
'bottom left exposed by tho change 


• or channel Several faundnjd people 


i died from this cause in the succeed- 
aof? summer and autumn. There are 
•orchards and alfalfa fields'in the old 
'Channel now, but its course can 
jdajnly be traced on the face of the 
ground, and who knows wjsen the 
Rio Grande may not take a notion 
to return to its old bed and net the 
majis at fault again."1—Ne.w York 
Su£.

A Ktnr Source of Kobker. 


The discovery of c now sonree of La- 


gas rubber, from a tree known to the 
natives us tbe '"ire," or"ireh,"has 
given a great impetus to tho trade of 
the west coast of Africa in & rnbber of 
extremely gc-.id quality. The Kicksia 
afrieana forms a tree SO to CO feet high, 
with a trunk averaging 12 to 14 inches 
in diameter. It js said to be one of the 
most beautifn1. trees of the forest and is 
capable of producing iu a good season 
as mncb as zrom 10 to Id pounds of 
rubber per tree. For the purpose of ex- 
tracting the rpbbor a deep vertical cut 
is made through the bark and several 
oblique cats ou each side tanning into 
the main channel, at tbe base of which 
a vessel is placed to receive tbs exuding 
milk, which isrioagnlated by allowing 
a quantity to stand for some days in a 
cavity made ia • tho trunk of .a tree, so 
that tho watery • portiou evaporates or 
soaks into the ovood, leaving tho solid 
portion behind, v.'lmh is kneaded and 
pressed together into a solid mass, or 
tbe milk is placed in a vessel and boil- 
ed, tha rubber brgiaaiEg tc ecagulato 
_ilmost immediately heat is applied.—

PiTHOLE'S RISE AND FALL.

Who has not heard of Pithole i 


Every oil man of the country pricks 
up his ears ut the sound. At an in 
atant later a shade of recollection of 
blighted hopes, fearful strainings 
for wealth, immense fortunes ac- 
cumulated, grand possessions sud- 
denly *wept away, sweeps over his 
face. Every oil man has heard of 
Pithole. 


Pithole's rise, birth or origin was 


Jan. 7,1864. Upon a farm in Venan 
go county some enterprising ''wild 
catters" struck oil. 'Twas the fa 
mous well No. 4, U. S., and it was a 
gusher. Within two months Pithole 
was a borough of 6,000 souls, and 
by the middle of the eummer it was 
a city of fully 20,000. 


When the trees commenced to 


shed their golden and yellow leaves, 
tho great city, then the third in 
population probably in Pennsyl- 
vania, had reached the zenith of its 
growth. There were a dozen good 
hotels, three churches and even two 
theaters. Each one of these institu- 
tions was thriving too. Two rail- 
roads were built to the city and sev- 
eral others had been projected. All 
of the accessories to a big, rich city 
were provided in Pithole. Tho^e 
was nothing lacking which men of 
money demanded. 


Land! Why, the land around Pit- 


hole at that time could only be 
bought by heaping gold upon it and 
offering the yellow dirt for the more 
ordinary and humble looking' stuff 
which was supposed to cover the 
precious petroleum, which then hov- 
ered around f 5 per barrel in price. 
Farming, of course, was given up. 
The tiller of the soil gave place to 
the driller into the rock. Farmers 
sold their farms for fabulous prices 
and were made rich beyond their 
wildest dreams. Yet some of them, 
as is the case with all men, held 
back. One old man owned a farm of 
over 200 acres. Copeland was his 
name. He refused an offer of $700,- 
000 for his place, maintaining that 
if he sold out he would have no- 
where to go. Another agricultur- 
ist of that neighborhood refused 
to dispose of 250 acres for $750,000. 
He demanded $1,000,000 and would 
not take a cent less. He never got a 
cent for his land, as it -afterward 
turned out, for bis land, -upon being 
tested, yielded no oil, and he was 
left to scratch the surface of the 
land for tbe poor living he coulc 
get from his scanty crops. 


Pithole was a great business place 


while in its glory. It had its stores 
and banks, and the postoffice was 
reckoned one of the most important 
in the country. 
A tremendous 


amount of trade was done there 
The demand for supplies upon the 
rest of the country gave it great 
commercial importance. 
While it 


had all tbe places «of amusement 
that could be desired, it was a work- 
aday place. The whole country for 
miles around was literally honey 
combed by tbe indefatigable drill- 
ers. Millions of dollars were made 
in and around Pithole and million! 
of dollars sunk into the earth 01 
squandered in the town itself. The 
life of but too many was of that 
"come easy, go easy"' sort. 


But Pithole is Pithole no more. 


It reached its top notch in one short 
year and came doTvn almost as 
quickly as it sprang,up. The great 
fire there hastened its downfall. 


There was nothing of the phoenix 


about this place. To get into the city 
now you must either climb a fence 
or let down the bars. The whole 
site of the place, public buildings 
aad all, was but three -or four years 
since sold for taxes and bought in 
by a farmer for only f 1,200. Since 
then he has farmed there, and most 
of the place is used to grow grain 
or as a pasture for cattle 


TLe poscomce, where the third 


largest business in the state was 
done, is now the home of i>arn swal- 
lows and other birds, wliile in its 
shade tbe peaceful cattle love to re- 
pose on a hot Augutt afternoon. 
Grass and dirt cover the ruins of 
tho great Mui phy theater, tho Mo- 
rey hotel, the St. Cloud, tho St. 
Nicholas, the Patterton and the 
Hnbbs. 
Only ruined foundation 


etocoes, scattered nrouud iu confused 
heaps, tell where tbe famous $70,- 
000 Danforth House once stood. 
Traces of the old time railroads 
have not been effaced by the tarm- 
er's plow as yet. 


The .old Presbyterian rhurch still 


etnnds ,as another monument to tbe 
dead city. There is a churchyard, 
t«*o, but it has but a few graves, for 
tho city Aid not live long enough for 
iuiuij' iiuitjLiln to die mm 
ur> buried 


there. 
So Pithole roso in a day,

bids. The Columbia people claim 
that the formula was forwarded from 
Syracuse, N. T., on June 28, and en- 
gineer Prevost in turn claims he has 
not yet received it. The Barber peo- 
ple will fight upon this technicality 
and the Market street work may be 
delajed as a result. 


On the brick paving which Is to be 


done on north Main street, Harrison 
avenue and from the square to Eliza- 
beth street on Market, there were 
four contractors bidding separately 
upon each of the four proposed Im- 
provements, while there were also 
four bidders on the proposed Market 
street asphalt pavement.
